Local Highway Department Preparing 
For Spring Road Work. 


The Gettysburg offices of the State 
Highway Department are already en­ 
gaged in work 
preliminary to 
im­ 
provement and reconstruction of cer­ 
tain roads in 
Adams county 
when 
Spring arrives and the frost is out of 
the ground. 
This will probably not 
b<* before May I. according to William 
B. Fleming, Highway engineer. 
Six miles of the Lincoln Highway. 
east of town, will in all likelihood 
comprise tile first 
reconstruction 
in 
the county. 
Stone has already been 
hauled and distributed ready for con­ 
struction of an asphalt 
penetration 
road in place of the present water- 
bound macadam. 
The 
black-surfaced roads in 
the 
county 
will 
receive 
their 
annual 
dressing of oil as soon as the weather 
is suitable. 
Roads which are in­ 
cluded in this program are the one 
from here through 
Biglerville; 
to
